FINDINGS OF FACTS. 

| Missouri taxpayers pay more 
than $9,000,000 a year to pro- 
tect their lives and property, 
but are not getting full value. 
(St. Louis alone pays more 
than $3,500,000.) Annual loss 
in Missouri from financial 
crimes is estimated at $85,000,- 
000, and Missouri cities pay 
nearly twice as much for in- 
surance against criminal activi- 
ties as in other cities of com- 
parable size. 

In St. Louis, fn a recent typ- 
ical vear, there were 13,444 
major crimes reported, but in 
the same period only 374 per- 
sons were punished for such 
crimes. The chances of escap- 
ing punishment for murder or 
manslaughter in St. Louis are 
six to one: for robbery, 24% 
to one; for burglary, 25 to one, 
Out of 254 St. Louisans sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary in 
the year, 214 went there, 30 
gaining commutation to Boon- 
ville reformatory, eight win- 
ning judicial paroles, and two 
wriggling out otherwise. 

WRAKNESSES FOUND. 

Five special points of weak- 
ness in the State’s machinery 
to protect the people and pun- 
ish crime reported by Director 
Lashly were: 

1. Increasing disuse of the 
grand jury system, since a 
constitutional amendment in 
1900 gave the Proescuting At- 
torney power to file informa- 
tions: 85.41 per cent of 4969 
felony cases surveyed were 
originated by the prosecutor 
rather than by grand jury in- 
dictment. 

2. “Unghecked and unbal- 
anced power” of the Prose-

‘Lashly Says Most Ominous. 


Situation Is Created by 
Unchecked Plower of 
Prosecuting Attorney.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12.— 
Missouri taxpayers are calle4 upon 
each year for more than $9,000,000 
for protection of thgir lives and 
property against criminals, and the 
Missouri Association for Criminal 
Justice, in a report made public 
at a meeting here today, finds they 
are not getting anything like a 
real return on their investment. 

Facts to substantiate this con- 
clugion, points of weakness in the 
operation of the judicial system 


imcluded in this report, which was 
made by Arthur V. Lashly, St. 
Louis lawyer and former Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of St. Louis County, 
who is operating director of the 
association. 

In St. Louis, Director Lashly re- 
jaed, 13,044 major crimes were re- 
ported in one year (Oct. 1, 1923, to 
Oct, 1, 1924), but during the same 
year only 374 persons are shown by 
the records to have been punished. 
These figurés covered seven classes 
of felonies—murder and man- 
slaughter, burglary, robbery, lar- 
ceny, embezzlements and frauda, 
forgeries and automobile offenses. 


$85,000,000 Annual Loss. 

Financial crimes alone cause an 
annual loss of $85,000,000 in Mis- 
souri by conservative estimate, 
Lashly said, and insurance rates on 
losses ascribed to professional 
criminals in large cities of Mis- 
souri are nearly twice the rates in 
other cities of similar sizc. 

Figures in the association's sur- 
vey indicate that: 

In St. Louis the chances for 
one committing murder or man- 
slaughter are six to one against 
any punishment, and in Kansas 
City 11 to 1. 

Chances of a robber escaping 
the penalty in St. Louis are 24% 
to 1 and in Kansas City, on the 
basis of the partial figures of 
the police, 28 to 1. 

Chances of a burglar escap- 
ing the penalty are 25 to 1 in St. 
Louis and at least 50 to 1 in 
Kansas City, or more than 100, 
to 1 on the basis of police fig- 
ures alone. 

Today's gathering was in the Hall 
of Representatives at the Capitol, 
where the association was organ- 
ized Oct. 15, 1924. ,The survey of 
criminal justice in this State then 
authorized required nine months, 
having begun last April. It cost al- 
most $40,000 and was the first State 
survey of the kind in the United 
States. The Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion issued the call for the forma- 


tion of the Missouri Association for | 


Criminal Jus-ice. 

In add:tion to Director Lashly’s 
report, the first of 10‘sectional re- 
ports was delivered at the afternoon 
session by Assistant Operating Di- 
rector A. F. Kuhlman, covering pa- 
roles, pardons and commutations. 
The remaining nine reports will be 
made later at meetings at St. Louls, 
Kansas City and elsewhere. Ad- 
dresses were delivered this morning 
by Gov. Baker, Chief Justice David 
E. Blair of the State’ Supreme 
Court, Chancellor Hadley of Wash- 
ington University, chairman of the 
association's Executive Committee; 
Thomas C. Hennings, S&S. Louis 
banker and president of the ass- 
ciation, and X. P. Wilfley, former 
United > ae Senator and former 
president of the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation. They made suggestions for 
strengthening the State against the 
criminal. 

Changes Recommended. 

Kuhlman’s report recommends a 
number of legislative and admin- 
istrative changes in the manage- 
ment of the State Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City and the State Re- 
formatory at Boonville, particularly 
more rigid rules in the granting of 
pardons, paroles and commutations. 

The establishment of an inter- 
mediate reformatory for older boys 
and yollng men under 30 is urged, 
with the recommendationethat the 


Boonville institution hecome the 
“Missouri Training School for 
Boys” to receive only boys between 


and 17 years of age. 

At both institutions, it is recom-

State Industria! Inspector, calls attention to a num- 
“ber of complaints, mostly anonymous, abdout-the ap- 
pearance of children on the stage in St. Louis, in 
‘public entertainment. She points out that the law 
prohibits children under 16 rears of age on the stage, 
as paid professional entertainers. She says that 
“from a flood of paid professiona! children coming 
into Missouri four years ago, the number has de- 
creased to a very occasional appearance.” 

The complainants, however, appear to object to the 
appearance of any children in public theatrical per. 
formances, whether voluntary or not. They would | 
bar all child entertainers, on the theorr that such | 
entertainment is “labor” to which children should not 
be subjected. , 

This seems to be a carping criticism of what may 
not only be a source of pleasure to the public but of 
enjoyable benefit to the children themselves. Who 
has not watched or listened with delight to the dances 
or singing of children? Who has not realized that 
such children, when freely giving of their talent or 
service to entertain, are not only not laboring, but 
are sharing in the privilege of bringing happiness, | 
if only for a time, inte the lives of others” 

It is sufficient to make sure that children are pot 
abused by being compelled to do labor that is un- 
healthful, works hardship or interferes with educa- 
tion. That the State Industrial Inspection Depart- 
ment ig doing this is shown by the gfratifring de- 
crease in child labor during the past four years. | 
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SAFETY IN THE HOME. 
Without the figures, published in the Sunday Post- 


Dispatch, it seems incredible that no less than 196. 
persons should have lost their lives from accidental] | 
causes in the homes of St. Louis during the year | 
just ended. Of these fatalities, no less than 93 were | 
due to falls. Burns caused the next greatest num. 
ber, 67 persons having lost their lives from burning. 
Eleven were asphyxiated, 10 were killed by acciden- 
tal discharge of firearms, 7 were accidentally poi- | 
soned, 3 were drowned, 2 died from infection and one | 
death is classed as “miscellaneous.” 

Of the total 552 fatalities due to accidents in 1925, 
192 were due to motor vehicles. So. it eppears, al- | 
though the deaths due to automobiles have impressed 
us most and been the subject of much debate and | 
legislation, it is safer to be on the streets in St. Louts | 
than at home. Four more persons lost their lives in 


the homes than out of doors. 


The deaths from falls in the homes probably in- 
clude falls down stairs, from tripping over rugs, and | 
from the giving away of banisters on porches. Bet. | 
ter construction of stairs, especially to basements, | 
would save some lives. And landlords and agents | 
should be held to accountability for unsafe banisters | 
on porches. The other deaths seem on the whole to 
be due to carelessness. 

We can do something to make bomes safer. But 
most of the precautions will have to be taken by | 
those who live im the homes. The thoughtless per. |
